Having won the Derby in England and four important stakes at 144 miles each in France, *DURBAR 
II had his racing career shortened because of the World War. He has sired many excellent horses in 
France, including Rebia (French 1000 Guineas), Fontenal (French St. Leger), Calaviers (Grand Criterium), 
Altay, Durban, Fanatic, Durandal, Durzetta, Cestona and Xander, and in Italy the Coupe d’Or winner 
Scaranouche. In America his winners are *Flambette (Coaching Club American Oaks, Latonia Oaks, etc), 
and *Rajah, none of his get on this side of the water being yet of racing age. His daughters have pro- 
duced stakes winners in America, England and France.

“HIDALGO’S” PROPHESY. 
NE evening last week, we picked up our copy 
of the late Thomas B. Merry’s book, “The 
American Thoroughbred,” and as we turned the 
pages somewhat leisurely, and with sustained 
interest, we came upon the following: 

“The most successful stallion in France since 
1890 has been Le Sancy, a Herod-line horse, 
whose sire was a very moderate performer in 
England—Atlantic—-who won the Two Thousand 
Guineas in 1874; and he was by Thormanby, who 
won the Derby of 1860 and the Ascot Gold Cup 
of 1861, his dam being Hurricane by Wild Dayrell. 
It is blood that, in England, is considered good 
without being great. But it certainly has shown 
itself very powerful in France, as has also the 
blood of Flying Dutchman, whose sons, Dollar 
and Dutch Skater, left a very deep impression 
on France. England can now progress no further 
in breeding in the male line of Eclipse. She 
must have Herod stallions for outcrosses, and 
she will have to go to France for them, although 
I believe our own Hanover line superior to any- 
thing they have in France.” 

The preparation of the manuscript for that 
book was completed in 1904, and it was published 
at Los Angeles in 1905. In the year of its com- 
pletion, Roi Herode, a grandson of Le Sancy, was 
foaled in France and, as a 4-year-old in 1908, 
was imported and raced in England, and in 1910 
was sent to the stud in Ireland, his owner being 
Edward Kennedy. 

From Roi Herode came The Tetrarch, and from 
The Tetrarch came Tetratema, a trio whose 
impress upon boasted British bloodstock has been 
so pronounced as to emblazon this prophesy of 
a learned, but not sufficiently appreciated, writer 
who knew the Turf of the world quite as well as 
any other of his calling and his day. 

In further support of his estimate of the 
blood, we have but to point to the fact that 
from Hanover’s daughter, Rhoda B., sprang 


Orby (foaled in 1904 )to give England another 
wonderful line. 

We gladly would lay a wreath upon the grave 
of “Hidalgo’—for such was the pen name of 
this master mind on bloodlines—as a token of 
our appreciation of his prophesy, and of our 
respect for his memory. Peace to him. 


TAX BILL FAILS. 

ACE TRACKS in Kentucky, such as are 

licensed by the State Racing Commission, 
pay $2,500 to the Commonwealth as a tax for 
each day of racing. A bill proposing an addi- 
tional tax of $500 per day to go into a fund to 
provide free medical aid for the poor had been 
introduced in the Legislature now in session at 
Frankfort. The bill had been referred to com- 
mittee. Representative H. L. Taylor undertook 
to call the bill out of the hands of the committee, 
and this move resulted in the death of the bill 
February 25. 

The tracks licensed by the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission are Lexington, Latonia, 
Churchill Downs and Dade Pari. There are to 
be 136 days of racing this year. Had the bill 
not been defeated the track owners would have 
had to pay $68,000 additional. That would have 
purchased much medicine. It also will purchase 
much food for the men who care for the horses 
and much feed for the horses. 

We are not in favor of tacking on here and 
there an extra tax against racing or any enter- 
prise or industry for some special purpose. If 
the State is to require more tax from the tracks, 
let it be for the uses of the general fund and 
let it be a percentage tax. We think the Legis- 
lature wisely killed this bill. 


PHOTOGRAPHY. 

NE day last spring, while in THE BLoop-Horsp 

office, J. K. Newman, New York and New 
Orleans, master of Brooknoll Farm, West Chester, 
Penn., home of Broadway Jones and a band of 
well-selected mares, stated his intention to have 
on the sunny side of one of the barns at his 
establishment a place at which horses would be 
stood while being photographed. 

We think that all horses should be well and 
methodically photographed. The horse cannot be 
preserved, but his photograph can be, and from 
the photographs much can be determined. With 
photographs we can more readily judge the im- 
provement, or the lack of improvement, in the 
appearance and conformation of our Thorough- 
breds. 

But what we had in mind to say is that we 
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think Mr. Newman's idea an excellent one. He 
would not have the horse stand in grass, but on 
clean gravel, so that the picture would show 
clearly its feet. He would have the side of the 
barn painted a light color, so that it would 
furnish a proper back ground in the picture— 
a back ground without trees or shrubbery to 
confuse the outline of the horse. 

Another thing. We think that every owner 
should have sufficient pride and forethought to 
have the horse brought out wearing its bridle, 
except in the case of a foal, when the halter will 
suffice. No one expects to see a bridle on a 
foal, but after a horse has been broken it should 
always appear in a bridle for photography, even, 
in the case of a mare, after retirement to 
the stud. 

The bridle gives the animal a proper appear- 
ance, and if the reins are placed loosely over the 
back at the point of the withers the’ picture 
will be decidedly more effective than otherwise. 
The horse should always be brushed before being 
photographed, and there should be nothing out 
of place where the picture is being taken. 

Some trainers are not well disposed toward 
photography, and they give little or no assistance 
in getting a perfect picture of a good horse in 
which the public has keen interest. This should 
not be. They should welcome the interest and 
have the patience that is required to get a good 
picture of the horse unmounted, unbandaged and 
with a good back ground. 


FACTS. 


ERE is a statement, appearing in an article, 
“The First Hoover Year,” in The Saturday 
Evening Post, March 1, that we hope every per- 
son connected with the Turf, even remotely so, 
and especially those who are in the high places 
of leadership, will carefully read and retain: 
“The right approach to the solution of anything 
is through the facts. Is it a problem of public 
opinion? Give the public the facts and trust it 
for the opinion. Is it a policy to be determined? 
First of all, find the facts. Not that the truth 
we are after is self-evident in the facts. That is 
not so. Facts are the coal out of which the dies 
of truth must be distilled. It is possible, of 
course, to guess the truth, possibly to arrive at 
it by intuition, but that way lie confusion, con- 
troversy and the great waste of trial and error.” 
Read it over again, carefully. In the operation 
of some of our race courses facts are withheld 
from the public, and for that reason, and that 
reason alone, the management of such courses 
often finds itself in difficulties. We do not wish 
to be understood as contending that the man- 
agement should “tell its innards,” as a homely 
saying goes, but there is much that transpires 
about which the public should be informed. The 
truth is helpful to racing, as to all things. Truth 
will rid the Turf of its undesirables.

It is headed “A Crusader’s 
Logic,” and is as follows: ‘“ ‘Chance and skill enter 
into card playing, chance and knowledge into 
horse racing—purchase of lots in a new com- 
munity is partly based on chance and partly on 
knowledge.’ No less an authority on public and 
private morals than Bishop James Cannon thus 
passes upon the ethics of his venture in the mar- 
ket on a thin margin.

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MEREWORTH STUD

HIS writer never had any curiosity about the 
motive or impulse that prompted Walter J. 
Salmon to give the name Mereworth Stud to his 
Thoroughbred horse breeding establishment near 
Lexington, until he had put in a delightful after- 
noon going over and about the 724 acres in 
company with Messrs. R. Kenneth Kane, resident 
manager; Adolphe Pons, booking agent for the 
stallions, and Dr. Robert H. Bardwell, resident 
veterinarian. 

There is an establishment of the same name 
in England, and it may be that through some 
fancy about or association with that nursery Mr. 
Salmon made his choice, or it may have been 
that his modesty prompted him to combine the 
words meaning simplicity and value, but what- 
ever may have induced the naming, the establish- 
ment is more than representative of its cog- 
nomen. 

The unusual cleanliness and apparent orderly 
conduct of the place at once impresses the 
visitor, and as field after field is traversed; pad- 
dock after paddock is passed, stable after stable 
is entered, and horse after horse inspected, the 
thought of sanitation is growing and growing 
until the word stands before the mind’s eye in 
emblazoned letters of mighty magnitude. 

There may be some to call the master of Mere- 
worth Stud a “bug”’ on the subject of sanitation, 
and perhaps his enthusiasm, his hobby, if you 
will, in this direction has led him to extremes— 
even to radical departures, certainly so in one 
particular which will not be discussed at this 
time because it is as yet in the experimental 
stage—-but the fact remains that there is no 
cleaner horse farm in the Bluegrass Region, and 
perhaps in all the land, than is this Salmon place. 

This cleanliness is unmistakably reflected in 
the equine product of the premises, for the colts 
and fillies give evidence of good health. They 
are robust and alert, and the stallions and mares, 
even to the elderly matrons, are in superb con- 
dition for the services upon which they will be 
called to perform. 

Major Disease Eradication 

On the subject of sanitation, as we made our 
rounds of inspection, Dr. Bardwell said: “Our 
experience has led us to believe that parasitism 
constitutes one of the major disease problems 
affecting the health of the Thoroughbred horse. 
We are trying very hard to do everything pos- 
sible to rid the horses of these harmful agents. 
The prevention of infestation with parasites de- 
pends largely upon sanitation, for the reason that 
the horse manure contains the infective agent. 
The general sanitary precautions employed here 
include removing all of the stable manure entirely 
off the farm. Men and wagons are constantly 
engaged in cleaning the pastures of manure and 
this is also removed from the farm. The mare 
foals in a stall which has been washed down 
and disinfected. The mare’s udder is washed 
with mild antiseptic before she foals. The 
young foal and mare are turned in a paddock for 
ten days. These paddocks are not used for any 
other purpose and are cleaned of manure twice 
weekly. They are then turned out with others 
and the pastures which they occupy are cleaned 
every week. 

“The infestation of each individual horse is 
determined by examining the manure for evi- 
dence of parasitism with the aid of the micro- 


. remarkably free from weeds and Mr. Kane ex- 


scope and special treatments are given if indi- 
cated. All the horses are treated with vermi- 
fuges at regular intervals. 

“The results of a program of this nature can- 
not be entirely estimated until several years have 
elapsed. Our record for the past year is as 
follows: Ascarids, commonly known as_ round 
worms, have practically disappeared. From fecal 
examinations we estimate that the strongyles, or 
blood worms, have been reduced by seventy or 
eighty percent. Last year the yearlings averaged 
961 pounds on August list, after being broken 
and galloped over a period of six weeks and with 
no attempt to fatten them. During the past year 
we have had no deaths in our foals, weanlings or 
yearlings from any cause. The occurrence of 
colic or indigestion is uncommon—perhaps two 
or three mild cases during the year in 130 horses. 

“We are making severai experiments in an 
attempt to further perfect our preventative 
measures. In these experiments we have raised 
foals entirely free of parasites and believe that 
these foals are the first ever to be raised parasite 
free. It is difficult to adjust experimental pro- 
cedures to practical application, but within the 
next few years we hope to show good progress. 

“We have made several interesting observations 
and have noted a parasite known as the strongy- 
loides. This parasite has never been given much 
attention, but is very common and infests foals, 
and probably is one of the factors causing 
diarrhea in foals one to four months of age.” 

Upon being asked how he determined that 
foals had been raised entirely free of parasites, 
Dr. Bardwell explained that these were from 
common mares, and were produced with the full 
intent that at a certain stage in their lives they 
would be taken to the Experiment Station at the 
University of Kentucky and there posted, and 
it was in this way that the facts as related by 
him were obtained. 


Daily Removal of Manure 


Enlarging upon Dr. Bardweil’s statement rela- 
tive to the removal of all manure from Mere- 
worth Stud farm, Mr. Kane said that each field 
is lettered and each paddock is numbered, and, 
in addition to the removal of the manure from the 
receptacles at each of the stables daily, men with 
one-horse wagons go regularly into the fields and 
paddocks and remove all droppings. The manure 
is given to the farmers in the neighborhood and 
none of it is ever spread on the ground at Mere- 
worth Stud. Very few cattle—-only milch cows— 
are kept on this farm. The theory is that as, 
when and if it becomes necessary to refertilize 
it can better be done with lime or other commer- 
cial fertilizers. 

It was noted that the fields and paddocks are 


plained in answer to the writer’s question as to 
what, if anything, is done to destroy weeds, said: 
“The removal of the manure from the farm has 
a tendency to keep down the growth of weeds, 
but we are not entirely free from them. We have 
the men go into the fields and pull them up by 
the roots or grub them up whenever they ap- 
pear. We do not let them mature to seeding 
stage. In the course of time we will be more 
than ordinarily free of weeds and we could prob- 
ably be entirely free of them if our neighbors 
would adopt methods similar to our own for 
their destruction and prevention, but that is 
hardly to be expected.” 

Mr. Kane said that the feeding at Mereworth 
Stud was in keeping with the usual custom on 
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all well-regulated farms in the Bluegrass Region, 
in other words, that the best hay, oats, bran and 
corn is given in such quantities as the individual 
horse requires and in such forms, as regards dry 
feeds and mashes, as are necessary as indicated 
by the health and condition of the individual 
horse. He stated that the yearlings are given 
skimmed milk and that the quantity used on the 
farm amounts to 60 gallons a day. There are 
only two of the 39 yearlings on the premises 
which do not daily drink this skimmed milk and 
indicate a fondness for it. Those two appear to 
have an aversion to milk and it is therefore not 
given. Mr. Kane explained that the virtue in 
the skimmed milk lies in its abundance of protein. 
This writer noted that, as the yearlings were 
brought in from the paddocks around 4:30 
o’clock, they drank this milk with great relish. 

No attempt here will be made to describe 
or discuss the yearlings individually, but the 
impression gained from an inspection of each 
one, as it was brought into the barn after its 
full day outside, is that they are being properly 
grown, which is to say there is an apparent ab- 
sence of any attempt to produce excessive weight, 
or to give the youngsters a beefy appearance. 
Their flesh is firm and fuil and they have col- 
lectively a very robust, healthful appearance. In 
other words, they appear to be naturally ap- 
proaching the stage and condition for handling 
when the summer arrives. 

Stallions Have Freedom 

Mr. Kane stated that there are on Mereworth 
Stud farm a total of 173 stalls. These are ar- 
ranged in barns of several sizes. The stallion 
stables, for instance, number five of two stalls 
each, and another is to be built. They are ar- 
ranged along a long, wide avenue. In the rear 
of each stable are two paddocks, one for each 
stallion, and the scheme of division in each stable 
is carried out front and back. There is about a 
six-foot avenue between each of the paddocks, 
and a six-foot hallway between each of the 
stalls, and in front of each stable there is a shed 
with gates, so that if a horse should by any 
chance get out of his stall, by way of the front 
door, he would not be able to enter the avenue. 
The rear door to each stall is kept open so that 
the stallion may leave or enter the stall at his 
pleasure, except when it is the will of the stud 
groom that he remainin. The stalls are so con- 
structed that each horse can see his companion at 
all times. From the wainscoting up to the ceiling 
in each stall, on the side of the aisle, are wire 
rods which make for ventilation as well as form 
a barrier between the stallions. These stables 
are finished in oak and are very strong and well- 
built. 

Display, the best horse yet bred by Mr. Salmon, 
has arrived from Miami and is now in the ranks 
of the sires at Mereworth. His coming brought 
the number of stallions in service for the season 
of 1930 to nine. Mr. Pons stated that it is the 
intention of Mr. Salmon to put both Display and 
Black Panther back in training on June first, 
and for that reason both of these horses will be 
ridden every day while at the farm. They occupy 
the second stable in line on the stallion avenue. 
It was not a part of the plan of Mr. Salmon to 
permit Display to outside mares this season be- 
cause of the intention to send him to Agua 
Caliente for the rich handicap to be decided 
during March, but now that he has come to the 
farm a month earlier than would have been 
possible had the plans been entierly carried out, 
Mr. Salmon has instructed Mr. Pons and Mr. 


Kane to accept up to ten mares, other than the 
complement he will have from the farm mares, 
at $1,000.00 each. The list of Mereworth Stud 
stallions is given in the advertisement on the 
back page of this issue. 

*Axenstein is a grand individual. His height 
is 16 hands and his girth is 73 inches. He has a 
short back and a medium bone. He is a sound 
horse with good legs and excellent feet. Mr. Kane 
said that while he is at times slightly nervous, 
he has a very kind disposition. He is very like 
the Dark Ronalds in appearance. 

*Swift and Sure, who was favorite for the 
Epsom Derby in 1926, is not so tall as *Axen- 
stein. His height is 15-314 and his girth measure- 
ment is 721% inches. He has a very strong ap- 
pearance, which comes of his large, flat, good 
bone, heavy neck, high withers, medium back, 
sound legs and good feet. He is a very quiet 
horse and his record at the farm as to disposition 
is good. 

*Swinburne stanas 16-3 and his girth is 7513 
inches. He has a long back with large bone, 
good straight hind legs and good feet. He was 
injured by putting his near fore foot through the 
glass of a window around the barn at Belmont 
Park. This caused nearly a severance of the 
tendon and prevented his being further trained. 
Mr. Healy said of him that *Swinburne was one 
of the fastest horses he had ever trained. He 
has a very quiet disposition and is even tempered. 

Mere Play is somewhat on the small size. He 
is a horse of good conformation, perhaps a little 
light by comparison with some of the others. He 
stands 15-2, girth 741% inches. He has a very 
short back and good, sound legs and feet. Like 
all of his tribe, he is inclined to be a bit tempera- 
mental, though not to any extent that would 
indicate his being too fractious for good service. 


Flight of Time Well Liked 


Flight of Time, who will be well remembered 
by many of those who witnessed his victory in 
the Breeders’ Futurity at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track in 1925, is a nice horse of medium 
size. He stands 15-2 and girth 73 inches. He 
gives one the impression of being low to the 
ground and for his height has a rather long 
back. His bone, legs and feet are good. He is 
inclined to be a little nervous but in disposition, 
the men say, he is very quiet. 

Black Panther ot course has not assumed any 
of the appearances of the stallion which has 
reached the stage of siredom, since he is not 
yet out of training. While he is 15-314 hands, 
he is of light frame and girths only 71 inches. 
He is of medium size and his bone likewise is 
medium. Except for a little roughness in his 
off fore ankle, his legs are good and feet like- 
wise. He is a quiet horse with a good disposition. 

Outplay is the second largest horse on the 
place and one of the best made sons of Fair Play. 
He stands 16 hands and girth is 75 inches. He 
is a heavy horse, with a short back and large 
bone, with almost faultless front legs, but not 
so straight behind. He has good feet, and a bet- 
ter disposition than is usually found in the get 
of his sire. 

Charlemagne is the least attractive on the 
stallion avenue. He is a very tall individual with 
a light frame and a long back. He stands 16-31% 
and girth is 63 inches. He has a large bone, is 
a little straight in front on his pasterns, but is 
sound and has good feet. He has a splendid dis- 
position and a pedigree in which appears the 
names of a number of the best horses in England. 
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He carries three crosses of Galopin and two of 
Hampton. 

Mr. Kane said that there are present on the 
farm 70 mares, eleven of which have never been 
bred. This writer neglected to asked Mr. Kane 
what percentage of mares bred last year were in 
foal this year, but from the appearance of the 
mares it would seem that the percentage is 
quite large. Some idea of this percentage may 
be obtained by further reference to the fact that 
there are 39 yearlings and the statement of Dr. 
Bardwell that they had not lost any foals last 
year. This would indicate that Mereworth Stud 
has gone beyond the ratio represented in the 
usual reckoning that it requires two mares to 
produce one foal. In other words, that the loss 
from barrenness, misses, deaths and accidents 
represent 50 per cent of the matings. The per- 
centage of foals at Mereworth Stud, as _ this 
writer figures it, is aproximately 66.

Other Buildings 

The breeding building is modernly arranged 
and equipped with a well-appointed laboratory. 
Ideas for sanitation are well carried out here also. 

The foaling barn, a new building, has eight 
very roomy stalls, each walled with smooth tile 
blocks, and floored with wood blocks. There is 
drainage in each stall, to permit washing out 
with hose. There is a boiler room for hot water, 
and above this is a sleeping room for the resi- 
dent veterinarian, and into this room, which is 
equipped with a dormer window, there is a 
radiator, bringing heat when required from the 
hot water equipment below. There is an ample 
loft for feed. Below there is also a room for the 
night watchman, and in the hall, which also is 
floored with wood blocks, there are _ scales 
upon which to weigh foals when they come, and 
horses at the end of each month. 

The stables in which the broodmares and year- 
lings are kept are located at convenient points 
on the farm and are of proper dimensions, with 
roomy stalls. The ventilation is good and the 
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stables have a very neat appearance with an odor 
indicative of unusual cleanliness. 

Carrying out the scheme of health through 
sanitation and precaution, a quarantine has been 
established half a mile from the farm. This em- 
braces six acres, and has on it a stable of three 
stalls and a room, and a loft for feed. 

There is nothing elaborate about any of the 
buildings on Mereworth Stud farm, but every- 
thing there is well put up and useful. There is 
a very old and substantial brick residence and a 
number of smaller frame dwellings. 

The farm is entirely surrounded by stone 
fence and many of the fields are divided with 
stone fence, all built by slaves in ante bellum 
days. During the last year much of this inner 
stone fence was taken down and used in the 
construction of roadways through the farm, and 
wood fence put up instead. These wood fences 
are painted with a coal tar preparation which 
serves as a preservative and as a prevention from 
gnawing on the part of the horses. The color 
scheme for the buildings is white and black. 

The writer left the premises with the impres- 
sion that Walter J. Salmon is destined to achieve 
further and greater distinction in the ranks of 
the breeders of Thoroughbred horses. 


THE KENTUCKY DERBY. 


N his first article, after the transfer of his 

column, “Gimme a Match,” from The Louis- 
ville Times to The Herald-Post (Louisville), Ver- 
non Sanders, after drawing attention to the “gest- 
ures made of late by pseudo reformers to abolish 
the Kentucky Derby by law,” and to Kentucky’s 
continueu preservation of racing after having 
“saved the Thoroughbred and its activities from 
annihilation on the Western Hemisphere,” goes 
on to say: 

“By preserving the Thoroughbred, Kentucky 
has distinguished herself throughout the world as 
being the chief breeding place of this animal. 
It has attracted millions of dollars in capital from 
all over America from persons who have invested 
in its lands for the purpose of installing thereon 
the type which is best adapted to sow the seeds 
for the produce of the fleet descendants of the 
Arabians and Barbs, crossed with native English 
mares, more than three centuries ago. In fact, 
it has turned into a veritable park, many thou- 
sands of acres of lands in the Bluegrass and 
Pennyrile for the propagation and preservation of 
the type. The value of these lands and the 
Thoroughbreds thereon are almost incalculable in 
dollars. Yet there is a group who would destroy 
all this property, by law, overnight if it were in 
its power. 

“Now as to the mechanics of the sport I pro- 
pose to treat it as I have always. I contend that 
racing is as clean as any other sporting endeavor 
popular with the masses. Of course there have 
been shady races and crooked persons connected 
with the sport. But that would no more make 
the sport shady withal than .t would condemn a 
business organization when cne or more of its 
members go wrong. Along this line I will al- 
ways be in print with constructive criticism 
anent any particular race and the actors who 
take part in such affairs. 

“When the Kentucky Derby was first run at 
Churchill Downs Louisville had a population 
around 75,000 souls. After fifty-five years it now 


has an estimated population of 350,000. The Ken- 
tucky Derby helped make that increased popula- 
tion. It has been a constant advertisement for 
this growing city, especially since the present 
management has taken over the sport at Churchill 
Downs. The first Derby was worth to the winner 
the small sum of $2,850 and along with increased 
Louisville population it now has a value of more 
than $50,000. 

“Just another thought in passing and I prob- 
ably will not refer to it again. That is, some few 
years ago the group fighting the Derby here had 
its publicity agent say that the Derby alone took 
out of Louisville hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars every year. About on a par with other ar- 
guments made by this band of witch-burners. 
The facts are that the Kentucky Derby every 
year puts into circulation in Louisville approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 and that goes eventually into 
the hands of the butcher, baker and candlestick 
maker here. Let’s all quit knocking and boost.” 


STATE RACING COMMISSION. 


Governor Flem D. Sampson has sent to the 
Kentucky Senate for confirmation as members 
of the State Racing Commission the names of 
Messrs. Polk Laffoon, Sewell Combs, Frazer 
LeBus, Theodore Mueller and William E. Smith, 
present members of the Commission. The law 
under which this is required is found in section 
3750 Kentucky Statutes, as follows: 

“No person appointed to an office by the gov- 
ernor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, shall be removed therefrom by the gov- 
ernor, during the term for which he was ap- 
pointed, unless for failure to discharge, or neg- 
lect in the performance of the duties of his of- 
fice. And any person removed for such cause 
shall be notified, in writing, of the cause of his 
removal; and the facts connected therewith 
shall be laid before the senate by the governor 
at its next session. Unless otherwise provided, all 
persons appointed to an office by the governor, 
whether to fill a vacancy, or as an original ap- 
pointment, shall hold office, subject to the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate, which body shall 
take appropriate action upon such appointments 
at its first session held thereafter.” 


SEARINGTON STUD HORSES. 


George Walker, owner of Searington Stud, has 
arranged with Heiny Cavanaugh to train Tren- 
tonian, Happy Lad and a couple of 2-year-old 
daughters of Ladkin for him. The fillies are out 
of Blissful and Ponola, respectively, and have 
been delivered to Cavanaugh at the Kentucky 
Association track by Alfred Kane of Greenwich 
Stud, where they were bred and broken. Tren- 
tonian and Happy Lad are to come from Bel- 
mont Park. These horses are to be raced in Ken- 
tucky and Illinois. 


JOHN WAGGONER DIES. 


John H. Waggoner, 72, for many years identi- 
fied with racing in Kentucky, first as cashier for 
the firm of Fay & Wembhoff, in the days of the 
poolrooms and books, and later as an employee 
in the pari-mutuel departments, died last week 
at his home in Louisville. He was a man of wide 
acquaintance, always a square shooter, highly 
capable and universally well-liked.

GREYOLA WINS DERBY. 


REYOLA, the only filly that went to the post 

in a field of 13, beginning from an outside 
position, assumed a good lead and held it all the 
way a length in front of Longus in the first 
running of the Agua Caliente Derby (1 1-8 miles, 
1:51 4-5, track fast, net value $29,200) at Agua 
Caliente, March 2. This was a renewal of the 
former Tijuana Derby, run at Tijuana. R. C. 
Stable’s Longus suffered a great deal of inter- 
ference and improved his position from ninth at 
the start, and nosed out F. Almy’s Tonto Rock 
for second place. Hatrick, Wizardry, Good and 
Hot, Dark Sea, Sidney Grant, Satin Spar, Norab, 
Line Rider, Arcadian Flag, and Jim Dandy, 
finished as named. 

Greyola, raced in the colors of Raoul Walsh, 
motion picture director, who bought her the day 
before for $15,000. She sprinted to the front and, 
escaping interference, was able to hold her 
position ridden out at the end. 

The weather was ideal and the feature at- 
tracted a larger crowd than hitherto seen at the 
Mexican track. An added feature to the pro- 
gram was the fifth race, in which some of the 
eligible contenders for the Agua Caliente Han- 
dicap were entered, including the favorite Vic- 
torian, who met with ill racing luck, racing in 
close quarters on the stretch and again near the 
end and finished fourth. The race was won by 
the George Washington Handicap winner, My 
Dandy. Poppyfield was second and Shasta Bul- 
let, third. The pedigree of the Agua Caliente 
Derby winner is:

MIAMI JUVENILE STAKES. 


AE undefeateu Vander Pool, son of A. B. 

Hancock’s Campfire, out of Bramble Rose, 
a beautiful mare bred by Edward Cebrian, of 
San Francisco, won the Miami Juvenile Stakes, 
one-half mile, for 2-year-olds, net value $2,900, 
over a heavy track, in :48 3-5 at Hialeah Park, 
March 1. Ridden by Eddie Kummer, his regular 
jockey, Vander Pool, was second of the field of 
eight to get in motion as Starter George Cassidy 
released the tapes to a good send off. But Van- 
der Pool auickly went to the front and in short 
order he had a lead of four lengths, which he 
steadily increased to eight lengths at the finish, 
gaining the Miami 2-year-old chamnionship title, 
much to the delight of Mrs. M. P. Allen, his 
owner, and D. R. (Puddin’) McDaniel, his trainer, 
and also to C. A. Stone, head of the Stone Farms 
Association, his breeder. Donie, also winner of 
his last two starts, bred by A. E. Hundley & 
Son., Monietta Stud, and owned by the California 
Stable, came through on the inside and got to 
the finish a head in front of All Columbia, bred 
and owned by Mrs. Charles Koerner. Columbia 
also had won the last two of her three previous 
starts and had been second to J. O. Keene’s 
speedy Silver Beauty in her first appearance. 
Fourth money, $100, was gained by Richard 
Whitney’s Irish colt, Jhang, still a maiden, 
twelve lengths back of the winner. The other 
starters were J. C. Ellis’ Black Stockings, G. D. 
Widener’s pair, Francock and Friar, winner of his 
last previous two starts, and Mrs. J. F. Richard- 
son’s O. Rouke. Vanuer Pool was favorite at 7 
to 10.

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ODDS AND ENDS 


FTER seeing the odds offered by one Zeke 

Caress in his future book on the Agua 
Caliente Handicap, I’m constrained to believe the 
gentleman is of Scotch ancestry. Certainly, 
Harry Lauder couldn’t have proportioned the 
book in a more absurdly prohibitive manner. 
Still I suppose he has found a satisfying number 
of punters with whom such odds find favor. They 
do say Mr. Caress is contemplating making a 
book on the Kentucky Derby. Now here’s the 
point: most of the play will come from around 
the battleground and Mr. Caress will not be long 
in learning his odds shaving tactics to induce the 
punters hereabout to part with their “cart- 
wheels.”” In the minds of the Turf fans in this 
section there is just one big race, and that is 
the Kentucky Derby. Carpenters, bricklayers, 
housewives and on down to the newsboys like to 
make a selection for the Derby, no matter how 
little interest they take in the sport during the 
remainder of the season. The folk will back their 
choice providing the odds about the horse are 
fair enough to justify their so doing. I warn 
you, Mr. Caress, your book will most assuredly 
“flop” if you present any such short odds for their 
consideration as appear in your book about the 
nominations for the Agua Caliente Handicap. 


* * 


HE NUT is doing fine. He certainly looks the 
part of a kingpin among Thoroughbreds. The 
presumption among horsemen is to the effect 
that he will close this season as one of its largest 
money winners and will win many of the dis- 
tance events. His former trainer, Joe Notter, 
told me immediately after the running of the 
Kentucky Derby last season that this colt would 
“beat ’em all” before the season waned. The Nut 
ran a good race that day. I watched his progress 
closely all during the big heat and he took his 
mud bath like a good game horse, fighting along 
with the first flight all the way. Now, I don’t 
wish to appear boastful, but did have many a 
long winter’s argument over the abilities of The 
Nut. His steady improvement (a characteristic 
of the tribe) was most gratifying. I was count- 
ing on that very thing. 

Desert Light, Sarazen II and Bellsmith are 
other notables quartered at Louisville that have 
come under my observance, all are doing well. 
Those Derby candidates are ready to step a half, 
with the boys “swinging ’em” in good time. 
However, there is no hurry. The creases are 
becoming apparent and they are all looking for 
that last oat. Any horse that isn’t doing good at 
this time is hardly worthy of consideration for 
this spring’s racing. This is the season when all 
racers should be health and spirit personified. 


CCORDING to advice from the Whitney 

training camp at Red Bank, New Jersey, 
both Whichone and Boojum are “gimpy.” I have 
felt and said as much right along regarding 
Boojum, but was, until several weeks ago, un- 
aware that Whichone was in the least unsound. 
Needless to say, both are rather dubious pros- 
pects for early racing. Boojum seemed to evince 
pain in walking back to his stable after his 
record-breaking performance in the Hopeful, but 
Whichone appeared such a steady, straight and 
true performer that the news of his knee trouble 
came as a surprise. 
May be best from any angle that neither of 


these splendid creatures were nominated for the 
Kentucky Derby. This action was undeniably a 
disappointment to many fans, but they might 
not have started had they been nominated, stood 
and trained satisfactorily. Both Whichone and 
Boojum are nominated for several stakes 
scheduled for decision previous to the Kentucky 
Derby. They are nominated for the Preakness 
which is to be run just a few days ahead of the 
Derby. Though it is against the laws of nature, 
average or what have you, they may “round to” 
in great shape in time for the Preakness. Pos- 
sibly the dates of the two races along with the 
trip, distances, weights and the colts’ suspicious 
underpinning had much to do with their being 
withheld from the Derby. 

Certain forms of limb troubles can be dealt 
with successfully, but a recurrence of these 
troubles can be induced so easily that it behooves 
trainers to proceed slowly in the preparation of 
those thus affected, and not many would care to 
race such animals frequently, especially at any 
distance. They may start for the Preakness, and, 
coming out of the race in good shape, could, if 
eligible, run right up to their notches in the Ken- 
tucky Derby without doing any harm; but the 
risk is so great as to render such a plan indis- 
creet. 

Just why Mr. Whitney should have preferred 
the Preakness to the Kentucky Derby is a matter 
for conjecture. Why did he not nominate one of 
his colts for the Preakness and one for the 
Derby? He could have, according to popular 
opinion, won both races and upward of $100,000 
instead of $50,000. 

Mad Hatter’s good son, Crazy Coot, may be 
the medium of his doing that very thing, but I 
don’t expect this one to show to best advantage 
until about Belmont time. By the way, I note 
Mr. Vosburg rates Boojum 2 pounds better 
than Flying Heels, 4 pounds better than Blue 
Larkspur or Victorian, and 10 pounds better than 
High Strung, according to weight for age. I be- 
lieve he is right. Whichone should be rated even 
better. 

? the picture of St. Theresa appearing in 

THE BLOOD-HORSE No. 8 may be taken as 
identical with the subject, and most Sutcliffe’s 
pictures are, there is a marked resemblance be- 
tween this mare and her famous son, Misstep. 
St. Theresa is a fine type of broodmare. Through 
her, Misstep gets a second infusion of the blood 
of Broomstick. He comes by his small stature 
rightly. Broomstick was but 15-1 at the age of 
two, 15-2, at three, and is about 16 hands at the 
age of 29. He weighed only slightly in excess of 
900 pounds when performing so conspicuously in 
the colors of the late Captain Sam Brown of 
Pittsburgh. At the present he weighs in the 
immediate neighborhood of 1200 pounds. He had 
the peculiar habit of weaving his head from side 
to side when in full stride. 

Broomstick and Irish Lad! There was a pair 
for you. Their great stretch duel for the 
Brighton will never be forgotten. It will live in 
the history of our Turf after the eye-witnesses 
are gone. Broomstick won that memorable con- 
test, but Irish Lad was the real hero of the day. 
“The Lad” tried Broomstick most sorely, after 
having broken down a quarter mile out. He con- 
tested every inch of that last quarter on three 
legs and Broomstick was just able to beat him 
home by the nod. Irish Lad furnished an epic 


example of gamecock courage on that occasion. 
He was generally regarded a little better race- 
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horse than Broomstick. At stud Broomstick 
beat him all hollow. Irish Lad stood in France 
and sired many fine winners, but he fell far short 
of exerting the influence on their bloodstock that 
Broomstick has in this country.

STUD NEWS 
BOOKS FULL, 


T will be noted by reference to the advertise- 
ment of the Claiborne and Ellerslie stallions, 
that the books for Campfire, Chatterton, General 
Lee and Single Foot have filled for this season. 
Sir Gallahad III’s book was full early last fall. 
Stimulus, also at Claiborne, is starting well. 
The fillies Hinda, Chosa and Servitude, out of 
daughters of *Omar Khayyam, *War Cloud and 
Valens, respectively, have won at Miami. It is 
quite well understood, to, that they are not the 
most promising of his get. Those of his first 
crop appearing to offer promise for winning 
stakes events were not sent to Miami. 

Campfire is showing prominently in the first 
sixty days of the racing of 1930. He is thus far 
represented by six winners—-the 2-year-olds Van- 
derpool and Just Believe, the 3-year-old Annie 
Roon, and the 5-year-olds Campanani, Frank and 
Kitty Cat. 

Chatterton is the daddy of seven of this year’s 
winners—the 2-year-old Chatterway; the 3-year- 
old Chattering; the 4-year-olds Chatter Black and 
Hill and Hill, and the 5-year-olds Chatson, First 
Mission and Maximus. 

It has been a matter for remark that Stimulus 
has the resemblance of *Star Shoot rather more 
than Ultimus, and this, coupled with the early 
success of his daughters, brings the thought that 
mares by him should be very worthy of preserva- 
tion for the breeding paddock, especially such as 
are out of dams belonging to stout families. Both 
*Star Shoot and Ultimus proved well their title 
to rank as broodmare sires, so, why not this 
horse so well combining their blood? It is some- 
thing better than an experiment. 

There is another horse in the Claiborne Stud 
stallion battery whose daughters are proving out 
good as producing dams. He is *Durbar II. 
Daughters of his are dams of winners in America, 
England and France. *Flambette won the La- 
tonia Oaks, the Coaching Club American Oaks 
(in which she defeated Bit of White and Nancy 
Lee) and other races, and is the dam of Flam- 
bino, winner of the Gazelle Stakes, and third in 
the Belmont Stakes and the Coaching Club 
American Oaks. 

Durban, another daughter of *Durbar II, was 
the best 2-year-old filly of her year in France— 
is the dam of Banstar (winner of the Prix des 
Reves d’Or, Prix Morny, Prix la Rochette, a total 
of 232,800 francs, and the best 2-year-old of 1925 
in France, also winner of the Prix la Rochette 
and Prix Eugene Adam, a total of 188,650 francs, 
as a 3-year-old). 

Durban also is the dam of Sartallius, winner 
of the Lincolnshire Handicap of one mile apd 
seven furlongs in England last year. 

Durzetta, another daughter of *Durbar II, is 


the dam of an important steeplechaser in France, 
he being Don Zuniga, winner of the Grande 
Course de Haies d’Enghein and the Grande 
Course de Haies d’Auteuil, and a total of 406,050 
francs during the season of 1928. Durzetta, next 
to Durban, was the best 2-year-old of her year 
in France. 

To illustrate the strength of *Durbar's blood 
through his daughters, let it be recalled that 
Flambino is by *Wrack, of the Hampton line; 
Banstar is by Sunstar, of the Speculum line; 
Sartellus is by Sardanapale, of the Consul line, 
and Don Zuniga is by Alcantara II, of the Galo- 
pin line, from which line *Durbar himself comes.

TRAINING ACTIVITIES. 


HE fine weather of the past week brought 
many horses from under the sheds at the 
three Long Island tracks to get their exercise in 
the open, though some of the trainers, knowing 
that there will be other days to come that will 
have the real tinge of winter before the arrival 
of spring, were content to go along in the regu- 
lation way until the vernal season actually is 
here. Superintendent Pels, at Belmont Park, is 
one of those who knows that the fine weather is 
not to remain, otherwise he would not be building 
at the training track on the hill a room in which 
trainers may assemble when the chill winds are 
whistling about that very exposed section. The 
new schooling course for steeplechasers at Bel- 
mont Park is nearing completion, and shortly will 
be ready for use. It is one mile, equipped with 
regulation obstacles of the several types, and is 
located so that it is not in sight of occupants of 
the grandstand. A new roof is being put on a 
large section of the Belmont Park grandstand, 
and painters have been ordered to begin their 
work on this structure in the very near future. 

The strings of Mrs. John D. Hertz and Herbert 
Bayard Swope, in charge of trainer “Bill” Knapp, 
have arrived at Belmont Park from Leona Stock 
Farm, Cary, Illinois. They could not all be ac- 
commodated in the Hertz barn, so the overflow 
went to the 100-stalls barn just across the way. 
A room for feed and tack was added to the 
Hertz barn. 

John Lowe, during a recent visit to Belmont 
Park, gave instructions for the preparation of the 
Rancocas Stable’s quarters for the horses to be 
moved in from Rancocas Stud farm at Jobs- 
town, N. J. 

E. Fred, who wintered at Lakewood, N. J., has 
arrived at Belmont Park with six horses. 

Joe Notter, who last season had Victorian, The 
Nut and Cady Hill for the Warm Stable, has 
been engaged to train the horses which are 
to race on the flat for the Log Cabin Stable, and 
Ernie Heider has succeeded W. H. (Specs) Craw- 
ford as trainer of the steeplechasers belonging to 
the Log Cabin Stable. Crawford has gone to 
England to get together a string of jumpers to 
be owned by newcomers to racing, it is said. 

Five horses the property of A. L. Kramer have 
come from Aikem, S. C., to John Whalen’s public 
stable at Aqueduct. Two are 2-year-olds, the 
other three being jumpers. 

J. P. (Sammy) Smith is back at Belmont Park 
in charge of the Dorwood Stable string after a 
vacation at Hot Springs, Ark. 

Thomas W. Murphy has ordered the Green- 
tree Stable’s barn at Belmont Park made ready 
by March 15 for the horses in his charge now 
at Macon, Ga.

HIGH FOOT TRIUMPHS. 


IGHT 3-year-olds came out for the first run- 

ning of the Derby Trial Handicap, one mile, 
net value to winner $3,530, over a heavy track 
at the Fair Grounds, March 1, and the Valley 
Lake Stable’s High Foot, carrying Jockey C. 
Meyer at 114 pounds, made a holy show of the 
other seven. Nearest to him at the finish was 
Michigan Boy, top weight at 120, six lengths 


back, but he got $1,000 for his part. Lightning 
Jones, 118, was third, two and a half lengths 
away, and he gained for his owners, Knebel- 
kamp & Morris, $500. Cabildo, 94, was the fourth 
horse, and he gathered in $250 for Mrs. B. M. 
Evans. The other four were Coral Beach, 100; 
By Product, 103; Bad News Bob, 110, and Clem- 
ence, 90. The time of the race was 1:40 2-5. It 
was an immensely popular victory, since the win- 
ner had been backed to 95 to 100 favoritism, and 
Messrs. Nash and Partridge, his owners, were 
generously congratulated. What a pity it is that 
former United States Senator Joseph W. Bailey 
could not have lived to have seen this colt win 
this race. He bred High Foot and predicted that 
the mating would produce a good race horse. 
The victory also will serve to draw further atten- 
tion to Prince Pal, which splendidly bred sire is 
still the property of the Swingalong Stable and 
standing at Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, 
near Lexington.

Pins and Needles 
was a stakes winner and also produced the win- 
ner Pin Money.

LIGHTER CONSTRUCTION. 


In his first starting stalls, Charles Waite used 
galvanized iron pipe. In the new contrivance, 
which is to make its appearance at the Jefferson 
Park meeting, aviation steel tubing is used. It 
weighs less than half as much as the galvanized 
iron. Where in the earlier machine 32 wheels 
weighing a total of 1,760 pounds were used, the 
new model requires only 12 ‘wheels with com- 
bined weight of 240 pounds. The thickness of 
the angle irons which hold the stalls together has 
been reduced considerably. Each of the stalls 
has been made one foot longer and the walls are 
rounded at both ends. The materials in each 
stall now weights 100 pounds, as against 250 
pounds in the earlier machine. The contrivance 
can be moved onto and off the track easily and 
rapidly with one horse. 


CHARLES BUTTER DIES. 


Charles Butter, a native of Toronto, who was 
about 76 years old, died February 25 in a New 
Orleans hospital, after an illness of several 
weeks. Something more than fifty years ago 
Butter was a jockey. For the last 30 years or 
so he had been employed in jockey rooms at 
various tracks in North America. He has a 
brother residing in Montreal.

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THE TURF IN INDIA 


AJOR ERNEST BELLANEY, widely known 

as one of the leading breeders of Tnorough- 
vreds in Ireland, who selis his yearlings at Don- 
caster, usually for good prices, went to India 
last December for his first visit to that country. 
‘there appears in The Illustrated Sporting and 
Dramatic News (Lonuon), February 15, the fol- 
i1owing interesting letter trom him to “Rapier,” 
‘Lurt critic for that magazine: 

“The racing out here is really excellent. The 
Calcutta course is a mile and three-quarters 
round with every furlong marked in big letters. 
‘the tour stands are quite striking and most com- 
fortable, with boxes and comfortable seats every- 
where. The hospitality and kindness shown to 
strangers are boundless. 1 enclose you a race 
card, which I think you will agree is bang up to 
date. Piease notice that the second and tnird 
horses receive very substantial prize money, 
while ali horses have to be ridden out for places. 
Of course, there is no racing of Z-year-olds. The 
tote 1s a huge success. There is the same ma- 
chine here as the one which, I believe, will oper- 
ate at Newmarket. It is very quick and effi- 
cient. At Bombay they have the Julius. When 
i tell you that on Viceroy’s Cup day nearly 
£10U,0Uu passed through the tote you can im- 
agine what it would mean to places like Ascot 
and Epsom. There are about firtteen bookmakers 
piacea behind the stands. They make no noise, 
uneir prices being marked on slates. They are 
very tair bettors, coo, but are not allowed to take 
a smaller stake than Rs. 50, which drives small 
backers to the tote. ‘Though the crowds were 
very big on Cup day, one experienced no incon- 
venince in moving about the paddock and other 
enclosures. 

“Jockeys are not allowed to mix with the gen- 
eral public, as at home. They are only expected 
to speak to owners and trainers employing them. 
I have nothing but good to write of the race 
course itself. it is extremely well kept, and as 
there was plenty of herbage it afforded excel- 
lent going. I thought the starting, judging, and 
everything connected with the meeting were run 
on the very best lines. Stipendiary stewards 
certainly have an admirable tonic eftect on the 
jockeys as regards fair riding. After one day’s 
racing three jockeys were put down for two 
weeks, but in a six-furlong race with only about 
two furlongs of straight, you must expect some 
bunching. Again, to emphasize what the tote 
has done, it has played a very big part in other 
sports when I tell you that teams of polo ponies 
are brought from all parts of India for the big 
tournament, all expenses being paid by the Club, 
while four grounds are maintained in the center 
of the city. 

“The horses look well ana are well trained. I 
thought they were exceptionally good at the gate, 
which is of the Australian pattern. They were 
quite a good looking lot that went out for the 
Viceroy’s Cup, and I should think the winner, 
Star of Italy, belonging to Sir Victor Sassoon, is 
very smart and still improving. Sassoon has had 
bad luck with his trainers as Hoyt, who trains 
for him out here, had a stroke lately and is pret- 
ty bad, while Crawford and another trainer in 
his employ died last year.

Dark Ronald blood has proved very successful in America, and *AXENSTEIN is an unusually sure foal 
getter. Polyaxa by *Axenstein is considered to be one of the best fillies in France in 1929.

Bay, 1924, by Black Toney—Greenery, Broomatick 
Won the Mt. Kisco Stakes, New Rochelle, Scarsdale, Thanksgiving Brooklyn Handicaps and $66,000, 
defeating the best horses of his day—Victorian, Diavolo, Chance Shot and Black Maria. Greenery, dam 
of Black Panther, is own sister to the successful sire Wildair. BLACK PANTHER has a double cross 
of Commando and Ben Brush blood, which should make him most valuable for the stud, especially on 
foreign mares.
